President Hartshorn’s Address. 


(Members of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America: I deem it a 
great privilege to come before the 
members of the greatest dairy breed 
association the world has ever seen, 
to deliver the annual address, as its 
chief executive, and it is with plea- 
sure that I shall review some of the 
work of this Association during the 
year that I have held that office. 

It certainly has been a red letter 


year for our Association as well as 
for its individual members. It is a 
recognized fact that no _ organized 
body can prosper without the pros- 
perity of its individual membership 
and it certainly has been a record- 
breaking year for the breeders. of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle, both in the 
making of records and also in the 
prices obtained for their cattle. 


During the past year, we have seen 
three Holstein-Friesian cows pass 
the long-looked-for mark of 32 Ibs. of 
butterfat in seven days, while one 
has made the astounding record of 
over 35 Ibs. Also, in the 30-day di-

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vision all former world’s’ records 
have been eclipsed, and records that 
once seemed incredible are now com- 
monplace. During the past year, one 
cow has closed a year record with 
nearly 30,000 tbs. of milk to her 
credit while another was her close 
second. 

Not alone has it been a year in 
which A. R. O. records have been 
broken, but Holstein-Friesians have 
sold for higher prices than ever be- 
fore in the history of the breed, one 
cow being sold for $10,000.00, while 
another, at public auction, brought 
$7,000.00. An entire herd of 38 head 
brought, at public auction, over 
$26,000.00, and the general demand 
for the Black-and-Whites has been 
greater than ever before, not alone 
in this country, but other nations are 
finding out that the American-bred 
Holstein-Friesians are the ones they 
need for foundation stock. 

During the past year, the Japanese 
bought a young bull in this country to 
head the Government Herd, and we 
are frequently hearing of the  ship- 
ment of our cattle to other lands. 

The Holstein-Friesian cow has 
proved beyond a question of a doubt 
her superiority over all other breeds, 
as a food producer, and also as a fin- 
ancial supporter of the human race, 
and as long as this is true, they will 
ibe in great demand. 

All these facts are very gratifying 
and encouraging, but we should not 
sit down satisfied with present at- 
tainments, for it is only by a persis- 
tent striving for that which is higher 
and better that advancement is made. 

The question may well be asked, 
what is the cause of this phenomenal 
success? and we only have to take a 


casual glance to see many things en- 


tering in to bring about such results. 

Our system of Advanced Registry, 
which was brought into existence by 
our venerable Mr. Hoxie and is now 
being carried on with such systematic 
thoroughness, has had much to do 
with the bringing of the Holstein- 
Friesian cow into favor. This system 
has given the public such confidence 
in our records that they are seldom 
guestioned, and if our success is to 
continue, we must see to it that no- 
thing enters in to shake that confi- 
dence. 

Whenever the members of this As- 
eeciation see anything that is in- 
jivr’ous or tends to weaken our A. R. 
OO. evstem,. thev should call the im- 
mediate attention of this Association 
to such detrimental influences and 
immediate action should be taken to 
suppress them, or in other words, let 
us care well for the goose that has 
laid the golden egg.

tle will not only make large records 
in the hands of the experienced 
feeder, but that they will also give 
large returns for the every-day dairy- 
man, proves a very important factor 
in broadening the.demand for our 
cattle. For it is a well-recognized 


fact that the best friend of the poor, 
struggling dairyman is the Holstein- 
Friesian cow, while it is also recog- 


nizable that there is no better breed 
upon which the rich man can lavish 
his millions. 


We sometimes hear it said that the 
cow is only what we make of her, 
but such a breed as ours is not the 
result of the work of one, two or 
three generations, but the product 


of the earnest thought and careful 
breeding carried on for many cen- 
turies and the work of the present 
generation is only a small factor in 
the completion of this great work. 
In view of the fact that our labors 
are only fractional, we must see to 
it that they are not negative, but posi- 
tive, thus adding rather than taking 
away from what has already been 
done, and this we can only do, by a 
careful study of our animals and 
their history, so that our efforts may 
harmonize with those of the _ past. 
For to complete a work successfully 
we should thoroughly understand the 
plans and workings of those who or- 
iginated it, and if we expect to make 
a success of breeding Holstein-Frie-

sian cattle, we must work in har. 
mony with former plans and develop- 
ment. 

In comparing the animals of the 
present with those of early importa- 
tion it is gratifying to note that in 
many respects our handling of the 
breed has been for its betterment, 
but along some lines we have not 
made any advancement and [| fear 
have taken a step backward. The 
old type, which has been the Holland- 
er’s ideal, is the right type, and what- 
ever good qualities we breed into the 
breed, we must not breed this one out. 

We may all learn a lesson from our 
friends who are breeding the Ayr- 
shires, for we only have to visit the 
show ring to find there a uniformity 
of type and conformation that will 
be difficult to equal. 

The object of this Association is 
the improvement and _ general ad- 
vancement of the Holstein-Friesian 
cow and if we fail to do that we fall 
short of our mission and prove our- 
selves unworthy the heritage with 
which we are intrusted. 

If we examine the history of all 
great movements, we will find periods 
of rapid growth and also those of 
stagnation and lack of development, 
and the ‘work of this Association is 
no exception to the general rule, for 
we only have to look back to the 
time when our Advanced Registry 
system was originated to come to a 
time when the wheels of progress 
seemed almost at a standstill and if 
it had not been for the far-sighted 
judgment, the persevering effort, and 
the strong faith in the possibilities 
of the breed of such men as Mr. 
Hoxie, Mr. Burchard, and other good 
men, many of whom have now gone 
to their rest, it is not difficult to see 
how different the results might be. 

It is easy, on a calm sea, with the 
wind right, to make the harbor, but 
when the waves are boisterous and 
the winds contrary, it takes men of 
action, perseverance, and _ sound 
judgment. Such were those men and 
to them we owe much of our present 
prosperity. 

It was the expressed wish, a year 
ago, that the President and _ Secre- 
tary visit some of the leading shows 
and local club meetings. According- 
ly, I visited the three large shows, 
held in the Middle West, going first 
to Waterloo, Iowa, where I was 
privileged to see an exhibition of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle seldom, if 
ever equaled, in the show ring. 
Breeders who saw those eattle, re- 
ceived an object-lesson concerning 
type and conformation that will long 
be remembered and will prove of 
much value to those who visited the 
show.

Not alone are they a great educat- 
ing medium, but they bring together 
cattle from different sections, thus 
enabling the breeders to compare the 
results of their breeding operations 
in different parts of the country and 
this will tend to uniformity of type 
and conformation. 

Our former presidents have called 
out attention to the importance of 
the work of our Literary Committee 
and I wish to re-emphasize this fact, 
for there is no question but that the 
bringing before the public of facts 
concerning our breed and the value of 
Holstein-Friesian milk as food is prov- 
ing a great factor in increasing their 
popularity.

It is useless for me to speak 
detail concerning the report of our 
Secretary and Superintendent of Ad- 
vanced Registry, for it would only be 
a repetition, but I would ask you to 
give careful consideration to the 
facts they give us and by so doing 
realize more fully what a vast or- 
ganization we have become and the 
necessity of adopting all the best 
methods in handling our _ business. 

Some of these more modern meth- 
cds are now being installed through 
the recommendations of the “Bureau 
of Municipal Research.” 

I am glad at this time to mention 
the work done by the Committee ap- 
pointed to purchase the Blue Book 
and arrange for its future publication. 
They certainly deserve great credit 
for the able manner in which they 
have ‘brought about the present ar- 
rangement. It has cost the Commit- 
tee a vast amount of earnest thought 
and hard labor, for which we would 
tender them our heartfelt thanks and 
grateful appreciation. 

I wish to call your attention and 
eareful consideration to the “Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition,” to 
be held in 1915. ‘This is to be a great 
show, and affords a rare chance for

Francisco measure up to a fairly good 
representation of the dairy ‘business. 

In closing, I would urge upon all 
who may have the planning and exe- 
cution of the work of this Association 


that you use your best thought and 
sound judgment, and though you may 
differ in opinion, let us all work to- 


gether unitedly, for where there is 
unity there is strength. 

I would thank you for conferring 
the honor upon me of placing me at 
the head of your ranks, and trust that 
I have been instrumental in doing 
some good for the breed and Associa- 
tion, while thus honored.

SECRETARY’S REPORT FOR 1912-13 
I have the honor to present to you 
today a summary of the work of my 
office for the fiscal year ending May 
1 last, being the 28th annual report 
and the 19th of my incumbency. 
In comparison with that of previous 


-years it shows an increase in every 


feature and department. Registra- 
tions have increased by 5,780 over 
last year; transfers have increased 
by 12,450. In general it may be stat- 
ed that our registration shows a large 
increase, equivalent to 24 per cent 
over 1912, and 100 per cent greater 
than that of 1908. 

I have remitted to the Treasurer, 
after payment of all expenses of 
salaries and clerk hire, rent, printing, 
postage, etc., and the $15,000 appro- 
priation of the Literary Bureau, a 
total balance of $60,399.68. In 1912 
the balance remitted to the Treasurer 
was $49,807.83. The disbursements 
for the Literary Committee, although 
made through the Secretary’s office, 
are not properly to be regarded as 
any part of the cost of its operation, 


and did such expenditure not appear 
in the account, the total to the Trea- 
surer would appear as $74,769.77. 

I trust that it will be of interest to 
you to know that during the period 
in which I have been in office I have 
received a total of $762,665.02 in fees, 
have disbursed upon proper vouchers 
$354,168.97, and have remitted to the 
Treasurer $408,496.05. It is also a 
matter of pride that the Reserve 
Fund which was begun 10 years ago 
iby resolution adopted at the annual 
meeting of 1903 and the setting aside 
of $20,000, reached the total of $100,- 
000 three years ago, being accumulat- 
ed in the short period of but seven 
years, bringing our total accumula- 
tion of cash from $14,404 in 1894 
(the year of my first election), to 
about $150,000 at the present time. 

While the Association for the past 
16 years has enjoyed a steadily in- 
creasing income, a proper regard for 
economy of operation has been ob- 
served, and the cost thereof in sev- 
eral instances has been greatly re- 
duced; for example, by devising im-

provements in style of printing the 
Herd-Book, I have been able to print 
in a single volume per year 37,435 
pedigrees, as compared with 4,500 in 
1894, thus effecting an annual saving 
of several thousand dollars. In other 
words, the present Herd-Book would 
make seven volumes if printed in the 
style in vogue previous to my elec- 
tion. 

Also I may state that the office ex- 
pense of issuing a certificate when I 
took up the work had been $2.44 for 
each certificate, as compared with 
nearly 47 cents at the present time. 
The cost of printing in the Herd- 
Book is not included but may reach 
24 cents. In 1894 it required to do 
the work of the Secretary’s office, six 
persons, where today about 50 are 
regularly employed. During 1912- 
1913, 32,594 remittances were receiv- 
ed, averaging nearly $3.68 each.

The Woodcrest- 
Oakland Sale 
which was held 
at Woodcrest 
Farm, Rifton, N. Y., on May 28, in 
point of prices received did not score 
the success it was undoubtedly en- 
titled to. There was splendid breed- 
ing, superb individuality and all were 
in the pink of condition. The day 
preceding the sale the rain fell dur- 
ing the day and through the night 
and on the day of the sale it simply 
poured continuously. The buyers 
were slow in arriving, which neces- 
sitated a delay in opening the sale. 
This left insufficient time for the 
proper handling of the 94 head that 
passed through the ring. 
Notwithstanding the day’s handi- 
cap the Woodcrest contribution of 
66 head brought $21,415, an average 
slightly above $324. The 28 head of 
the Oakland contribution brought 
$6,570, an average of $234. Sixteen 
of the Oakland heifers were by the 
same sire, Sir Gelsche Walker Segis.

The twenty- 
Twenty-Eighth eighth annual 
Annual Meeting meeting of the 
H.-F. A. of America. Holstein-Friesian 
Association of 
America was held at Syracuse, June 
3d and 4th, 1913. President A. A. 
Hartshorn presided and everything 
passed off very hormoniously. The 
reading of the call and minutes of 
last preceding meeting was waived. 
The President’s address, reports of 
Secretary, Treasurer and Superinten- 
dent of Advanced Registry and vari- 
ous committees took up the time to 
the noon recess. The  President’s 
address and Secretary’s report will 
be found elsewhere in this issue. 

The chief feature of the afternoon 
session was an address by B. H. 
Rawl, chief of the Federal Bureau of 
Animal industry. He urged “Com- 
munity Activity,’ ’along lines similar 
to those outlined in a recent number 
of the World, such as the establish- 
ing of testing associations, bull asso- 
ciations, etc. He believes that the 
Association might wisely expend a 
portion of its surplus funds in putting 
competent men in the field to or- 
ganize communities along these lines, 
and lays special emphasis on _ the 
benefits to be derived from placing 
pure-bred sires at the head of com- 
mon dairy herds. We gather that 
Chief Rawl and General Wood hold 
somewhat divergent views on this 
subject. 

The buffet banquet in the evening 
at the Yates was a very enjoyable 
occasion. A. L. Brockway acted as 
toastmaster. Chancellor Day of the 
Syracuse University, who is a native 
of the State of Maine and who has 
resided on the Pacific coast, delivered 
the principal address of the evening. 
The Chancellor was very felicitous. 
Responses were also given by Dr. 
Favill of Chicago, D. D. Aitken of 
Detroit, Mich., and Secy. Houghton. 
The occasion was enlivened by music 
from a stringed orchestra and a male 
quartet of voices. The banquet was 
furnished by the Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ Club of New York and was 
repeated the second evening. 

The second day’s sessions were 
given over to a consideration of the 
various resolutions published in the 
call. Resolution No. 8, in regard to 
the forfeiture of fees for registration 
of transfer pending corrections that 
have been standing more than one 
year, was carried. Resolution, No. 9 
by R. B. Young, requiring a fee of 
$25 for the registration of animals 
after one year of age was _ tabled.

tensely interesting debate. This 
resolution is understood to attempt 


to do away with the opportunity to 
purchase animals at’ nominal prices 
whose value have become greatly en- 
hanced by record-breaking tests which 
may be known to the purchaser, but 
which have not been made known to 
the general public. We congratulate 
the Association on taking this broad 
view of the subject and making this 
effort to put a stop to this very ques- 
tionable practice. 

Resolutions No. 13, 14, 15, 16, and 
17 were withdrawn by Mr. Brockway, 
since the passage of a resolution 
authorizing the revision of the  by- 
laws rendered the consideration of 
them unnecessary. 

The appropriation for special prize 
money to be awarded at fairs was 
raised from $5,500 last year to $7,500 
for the ensuing year. The system of 
prizes for officially authenticated but- 
ter fat records was continued and 
$15,000 appropriated to meet the re- 
quirements. The literary fund was 
raised from $15,000 to $17,500. 

A resolution regarding a permanent 
home for the Association was tabled. 


The question of a change of the 
charter so as to allow the holding 
of the annual meeting outside cf the 
State of New York was fully dis- 
cussed and a committee instructed 
to procure such a change, and it was 
voted to hold the next annual meet- 


ing in the State of Illincis. Some 
oratory was let’ loose on th’s oc- 
easion, but the vote was unanimous. 


The entire proceedings were marked 
by general unanimity and good feel- 
ing. 

By a motion of D. D. Aitken, the 
secretary was instructed to cast the 
ballot of the association for the re- 
election of the entire encumbent 
Board of Officers. There were 288 
members present in person and some 


800 by proxy.

As will appear by the report of the 
special committee, the accounts of 
the Secretary have been audited by 
the Bureau of Municipal Research 
for a period of five years, ending 
April 30, 1912, and found to be cor- 
rect and properly vouchered, and to 
have been kept in accord with the re- 
quirements of the By-Laws. 

At this point I presume that you 
will be interested in’ a brief state- 
ment relating to the manner of Car- 
rying on the work of the office. There 
have been employed during the year 
an average of 46 persons. The of- 
fice hours are from 8:00 a. m. to 5:15 
p. m. Nearly all employes are paid 
by the hour, and the hours of ar- 
rival and departure are registered by 
a time clock. Each employe keeps 
a record card, showing exactly the 
work upon which he has been engag- 
ed, and the time elapsed. Such rec- 
ords have been duly kept for several 
years past, or soon following’ the 
change in the method of operating 
the office from the system in vogue 
previous to 1907, during which period 
the Secretary was granted a lump 
sum for furnishing the office and do- 
ing the work. Since 1907 the Secre- 
tary has been paid a fixed salary and 
the office rent and labor have been 
paid for by the Asosciation. 

In addition to the work of regis- 
tration done in the Secretary’s of- 
fice, there is also a large amount of 
work done for the various standing 
committees, including the Commit- 
tee on Prizes, the Executive Commit- 
tee, and the Literary Committee. Of 
these committees the work of the 
Literary Committee is much _ the 
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Oakland Contribution, Weedsport, N. Y.

advertising in the agricultural, stock 
and dairy papers, as well as the 
medical journals, and magazines of 
general circulation, and also in check- 


ing the advertising, and preparing 
and distributing printed matter. The 
Secretary’s office during the past year 
prepared and distributed in part for 
this Committee 120,070 copies of 
various booklets and circulars. 

The Committee on Prizes usually 
meets but once a year and its work 
in arranging prizes and classification 
at the forty or more State fairs, pre- 
paring awards for payment by the 
Treasurer, and the selection and dis- 
tribution of prize cups, is all done by 
the Secretary’s office; and the final 
report, showing the award of prizes, 
names of the winners, and the names 
and numbers of each prize winning 
animal (constituting 24 pages of fine 
print), is made up by the Secretary. 


The Executive Committee meets 
from one to three times during the 
year for the consideration of sworn 
complaints, complicated registration 
cases, and matters of policy and ad- 
ministration, and transacts an im- 
mense amount of _ business. This 
work of the Committee largely orig- 
inates in and is prepared by the Sec- 
retary’s office, and detailed report 
thereof is furnished immediately af- 
ter each meeting to each member of 
the Board of Officers. At the close 
of the year, a report in detail of the 
work is prepared for the Board of 
Officers. 


The work done by special investi- 
gating committees involving some. 
times the taking of sworn testimony, 
is in the beginning prepared by the 
Secretary. Reports of these investi- 
gations, covering hundreds of pages 
of evidence, must all be shaped up 
and final reports drawn. 


At the present time, as heretofore, 
the volume of work involved in regis- 
tration is greatly increased ‘because 
of errors made by the applications in 
filling out the blank forms. A recent 
investigation shows that of all ap- 
plications for registry filed, thirty 
per cent are returned for correction, 
and seven per cent of the transfers. 
In a business involving the issuing 
of upwards of 93,000 certificates an- 
nually, there are not less than 14,000 
applications requiring corrections. 
Of the transfers, only about 3,400 re- 
quire correction. 

In addition to the supervision of 
this business involving the labor of 
fifty clerks, the Secretary has the 
duty of arranging for booths at fairs, 
and dairy shows, and if a convention

THE CRUMHORN DISPERSION 
SALE. 


(Report by M. S. Prescott.) 


The dispersion of a herd of cattle 
of the reputation and quality of the 
Crumhorn Herd is an event of con- 
siderable importance and one_ that 
cannot fail to be a cause of general 
regret to the Holstein-Friesian fra- 
ternity. 

May 29 and 30 were the dates 
selected for the sale, and no time 
could have been chosen which would 
have found more favorable weather 
conditions. The crowd was not large 
but contained an unusual percentage 
of buyers, the absence of spectators 
being particularly noticeable toward 
the close of the sale. 


Breeders who attended the 1913 
sale at Syracuse will remember the 
wonderful consignment which repre- 
sented the Crumhorn herd. The fact 
that this delegation of twenty-nine 
head averaged $865, showed unap- 
proached excellence, but failed to tell 
the whole story. In that  consign- 
ment were nearly all the large record 
cows then in the herd. Four cows 
were included with records of 30.56 
32.91, 33.26, and 40.07 tb. From this 
fact it might have been supposed that 
only culls remained in the herd. How 
true this supposition would have 
been is shown by the list of records 
made since the 1913 sale last April— 
four cows with records of 30 to 32.92 
tb. and as many more with records 
of 28 and 29 Ib. 
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is to be held, it falls to him to work 
In co-operation with special commit- 
tees to see that plans are made and 
details are executed and_ reports 
made. Also, further, the Secretary 
has been authorized by the Bagard of 
Officers to attend breeders’ and club 
meetings, ‘dairy shows, fairs, etc., at 
the expense of the Association, and 
during the past season spent nearly 
six weeks in the performance of this 
pleasant duty. 

Volume 30 of the Herd Book was 
printed and distributed to 2,917 mem- 
bers last October. It contains en- 
tries of 13,743 bulls and 23,792 cows, 
making a book of 2,052 pages, and 
the work of printing it occupied over 
eight months, during which period 
two proof readers in the Secretary’s 
office were occupied much of the 
time. 

Volume 31 is being printed and the 
pedigree portion containing entries 
up to the close of the fiscal year, 
May 1, is nearly completed. The re- 
maining portions of the book, con- 
taining the Charter, By-Laws, list of 
members and index, covering about 
600 pages, will be completed as soon 
as possible after the close of this 
meeting. 

The cost of printing the Herd- 
Book last year was about $9,232.00. 
Such work is done by contract at a 
stated sum for composition, press 
work, binding, etc. The books are 
delivered by mail, free of cost to 
members. The postage on Volume 
30 was 38 cents each, involving a 
total expense of about $1,108,00. 

Volume 31 is being printed in a 
still more convenient and condensed 
form, the changes in style as sug- 
gested by the Secretary having been 
first submitted to and approved by 
the Executive Committee. The 
changes in style will result in reduc- 
ing the bulk of the book to about the 
same as Vol. 30, although it will con- 
tain 5,780 more entries. Volume 31 
is the nineteenth edited and printed 
by the present Secretary, making a 
total of 261,254 pedigrees compiled 
and printed therein. 

Up to date the records of the Asso- 
ciation represent nine volumes of 
the Holstein Herd-Book, thirty-one of 
the Holstein-Friesian, four of the 
Dutch-Friesian, and one of the Wes- 
tern Holstein-Friesian, containing a 
total of 337,493 pedigrees, of which 
117,631 are bulls, and 219,862 are 
cows. These entries are’ represent- 
ed in the office by about 650,000 cards 
contained in suitable cabinets, ar- 
ranged for instant reference and 
guided about every twenty cards. 

If it be assumed that the average 
registered animal lives seven years, 
there are now alive 108,453 cows and 
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The herd averaged very high in re- 
spect to individual quality, and with- 
out exception every animal was in 
fine condition. One feature which 
detracted somewhat from the average 
price realized was the fact that sev- 
eral members of the herd had de- 
fective udders. The top price _ for 
the sale was paid by Oliver Cabana, 
Jr., of Buffalo, N. Y., for the 30.8 tb. 
three-year-old, Woodcrest Homestead 
Princess 2d, a daughter of King Te- 
hee and the 27-Ib. cow, Woodcrest 
Homestead Princess, who has a semi- 
official year’s record of over 900 Ib. 
butter. The price paid for this cow 
was’ $2,025.00. Mr. Cabana_ also 
paid $2,000.00 for the 32-Itb. cow, Po- 
mona Aaggie Queen, who was from 
Polly Aaggie Queen (27.72 ftb.), and 





by Sir Tehee Cornucopia, whose two 
nearest dams have records averag- 
ing 30.85 Ib. Humphrey & Winter, 
Chateaugay, N. Y., purchased the 
other two 30-Ilb. cows—Plattekill 
Pietertje Cornucopia (32.43 tb.) for 
$1,105.00 and Janie Rue De Kol 
(30.74 tb.) for $1,060.00. The herd 
sire, King Pontiac Segis Clothilde, 
individually one of the best sons of 
King of the Pontiacs, was purchased 
for $1,000.00 by W. J. & P. Atchin- 
son, Boardman, Conn.

and 39,000 females. In point of fact 
there were recorded in Vol. 30 but 3, 
743 bulls, which is good evidence that 
a large proportion of bull calves are 
sold unregistered, or are slaughter- 
ed. The registration of females more 
nearly corresponds, for in Vol. 30 
there were recorded 23,792 as com- 
pared with the theoretical increase 
of 39,000. 

The American Jersey Cattle Club 
has recorded, including Volume 75 of 
its Herd-Book, 98,000 bulls and 259,- 
000 cows. 

In review of the progress of the 
Association, as reflected by the opera- 
tions of the Secretary’s office, there 
may be noted many marked improve- 
ments. In addition to the revision of 
style of printing the Herd-Book, there 
may be mentioned the method of mak- 
ing printers’ copy for the Herd-Book 
by use of carbon copies, saving the 
entire labor of filling out a stub for 
each certificate issued. Also, the 
use of a separate card for the transfer 
record of each animal greatly in- 
creased the efficiency of the _ regis- 
tration department. The use. of 
folders for individual correspondence, 
in place of book files and carbon 
copies in place of letter press copies, 
added greatly in time saving and 
convenience. 

The consolidation of the Western 
Association in 1898 accomplished a 
grand result in uniting in harmonious 
action a large body of men who had 
become disaffected because of the 
methods of the Association under 
the previous administration. 

The suggestion by your Secretary 
in 1893 of the prize system for Ad- 
vanced Register was, in the language 
of the then Superintendent Hoxie, 
“an inspiration without which official 
testing probably would not have been 
thought of.” Following this idea 
seven years later with the arrange- 
ment of the official records in the 
form now widely known as the Blue 
Book, made the results of official 
testing of supreme value to every 
breeder, and greatly increased the 
money value of every Holstein-Frie- 
sian. The Blue Book, as you _ will 
learn from the report of a _ special 
committee, was taken over by the 
Association at a price agreed upon, 
and will hereafter appear as a pub- 
lication from the Advanced Registry 
office.
